O Lorn Gon, 
fend the promifed Spirit and Power of kiijab, and turn the 
Hearts of the Fathers to the Chikdren, ond the Hearts of the 
Children to their Fathers, (Mal. iv. 5,6.) By Fathers, I 
mean Chriftians of a longer Experience, who are really born 
again, of whatever different Deromination. By Children, l 
mean all thofe who within a few Years palt are bdrn again 
under a remarkable Miniftry latcly raifed up in the eftabh fh'd 
Church.

To fee Dogs, Bears, Wolves, and Tygess, fighting 
and tearing each other mm Pieces, is not to be wonder'd at, 
bue ‘tis monitrous to fee Lam!s bite and devour each other 
Thofe wil! do fo on both Sides who are only meanell brij 
tians. ‘Lhere is no Principle of Union in thefe , having ne 
ver felt the Power of Godlinels, they will be bigorted totheir 
fevera) particulas Forms; and ‘ts much to be fear'd there 
are great Numbers on both Sides Strangers to vital Religion. 
Our Lord, tm his Survey of the vifib’'e Church, fets down 
one Half under the Charaéter of Fool: Virgin: ( Math. xxv.) 
And ue’ dhe Net of theGo!pel has been /acce//ul in garte 
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ing Fifhes of late Years in the ¢fablifa’d Church, yet ’tis to 
be fear’d Time will prove thefé Fithes of different Kinds. 

The Seed fowan.on flomy Places quickly fprings up,flowrithes 
for a ditthe whit, but wanting Reet, mutt wither... The 
Thorns have not yet had Time to fpring up and choak the 
Seedy. The Fos. of the dir allo has, various. Arts. in: Tigne.te 
practife to pick.upthe.Seed in the High-way. Were thefe 
three Sorts taken out, ’tis greatly to be fear’d the Numbers 
would be much reduced: But this is the Cafeinall Gofpel- 
Reformations. And I verily believe that among the prefent © 
Reformed there is aRemmant according to thek leétion of Grace, 
who not only, like the Galatians, run well fora Time, but 
fhall hold out to the End, and be kept by the Power of God 
through Faith unto. Salvation. 

[I think the Fathers in Knowledge and Experienee fhould 
confider, that Children will’ fpeak, and a&, and think, as 
Childven ; when they attain to more Growth and Knowledge 
they will'act otherwife. ’Tis evident that for fome Time 
the ‘Fewih Believers were firmly attach’d to many Things 
which they departed from when they came to a better Un- 
derftanding. Surely Fathers will confider,that if on Account 
of Children’s WeaknefS and Want of more Experience, they 
behave towards them fhy or ftrange, or defpife or cenfure ; 
that they act out of Character, and give the Children Occa- 
fion to fufpect whether they are Fathers in Grace, tho’ they 
be foin Years.

But 
their Weaknefs moved their and cur dear MAs TER to Com- 
pafion'! Hebore with, and put the beft Conftru€tion on 
all their weakConduét. O Lord grant that the fameMind may 
be alfo.in us that was in Chrift Fefus, who bas left us an Exam- 
ple that we foould follow his Steps ! We moft folemnly pro- 
fefs fo to do ; and herein only may we expeét that God will 
ownus. We need not fear any bad Con/equences attending 
fuch a Condué?, while we firmly abide by every Part of divine 
Truth: And all muft allow that we can never act out of

In this State Corruptions are vifible, but Grace is:hid and wit- 
difcovered, without intimate Acquaintance. Indeed this ap- 
gears to be Satan’s Hour, and the Power of Darknefs ; he 
feems to have.got the Church like Péter, into the Sieve dt 
Temptation, and he fifts us as Wheat, when Graee, like 
the Wheat, falls to the:Bottom, and Sin, Corruption, and 
Infirmities, Ike Chaff, appear uppermoft. © Alay the Lore 
that has chofen Jerulalem rabuke the Tempter, atvaken the fiur: 
bering Virgins, give us allone Heart, and one I ay, and prepa

Fathers and Children willfay, A./E N 
being, I prefume, what both daily pray for. But, [ truft, 
the Night of Slumber is far fpent, ‘and the Day is at Hand 
though it will be adreadful-Day to the Wicked, and to Sin 
ners in Zion{ Mal. iver. lfaienxiv.

H?*?ry you that have found the Pearl of great Price ! Oh 
what have you found inCurist! In Him Gop is 
your Father, and all he has in yours -- All his Attributes are 

for you --- His very Juftice pleads for you -- ‘He has made a 

Way for his Love to flow without Interruption like a River 

to your Souls---His Power and Faithfulnefs are all for you--- 

The more Wounds you have yet unheal’d, and the more 


Ignorance is yet not difpell’d by his glorious Light, the more 


Pity he has for you. 

What do you not enjoy in Chrift! Heaven is your In- 
heritance ! All that he did and fuffer’d, he did it for you ! 
You fhal! not want Righteoufnefs or Holinefs, Wifdom or 
Strength, Grace, or growth in Grace, Love or Humility, 
Fruitfulnefs or Faithfulnefs, Light or Life, Purity or Meek- 
nefs,or any Thing that is in Chrift ; for ’tis all for you--O be 
then continually looking up in that fimple Faith which difco- 
vers all thefe Things to the Soul according to the Meafure 
of it that is given ; and beware of that Wifdom that reafons 
you away from Chrift, by every new Difcovery of your 
Sins or Sinfulnefs, your Darknefs or Weaknefs. Let your 
Wounds fend you to, and not from him that is fitted to 
be your Phyfician.. When the eternal Plan of your Salva- 
tion was laid, all! your Guilt and Corruption, - your 
Hardnefs, Nakednefs, Pride, Luft, Peevifhnefs, flavith 
Fear, Self, Unbelief, Backfliding and Helplefnefs, were be- 
fore the Saviour’s Eye, when he engaged to fave you, to call 
after you, and to make you willing, to begin and carry on 
the Work in your Souls ; he knew you had Nothing to pay, 
therefore he paid all. He faw youhad no Will to come, 
therefore he undertook to caft out the ftrong Man armed, 
and to make you willing, giving the Light of his glorious 
Gofpel to fhine in your Souls, having dethron’d the God 
of this World that had blinded your Eyes.

if you will indulge them, you will: find ‘God will withdraw 
from among you. Remember, God fent to the Highways 
and ‘Hedges to call you im, ‘he found you jn your Blood, he 
has done Wonders for 7 es when,no Eye did pity you. He 
has led you as dearChildren,fed you withManna,and fhall you 
then now difhonour his Name, atid grieve his Spirit, and give 
Room to his Enemies to blafpheme, by your carelefs and 
light Behaviour? Shall you Parents not fhew a fpiritual 
Tendernefs to your Children, watching over them, carrying 
them in the Arms of your Faith before the Throne, and ufing 
all Means toward bringing them to the Kingdom of the dear 
IMMANUEL ? ---Shall you Children not fhew a Spirit of

And endeavour to root out that 
Principle that has had too deep a Place in the Minds of many 
of God’s dear ones among you----That this 7s no Church of 
Chrif?, and confequently from fucha Principle, have no Fel- 
lowfhip with them, muft be the Fruit. 

And. you of the ¢/ablifhed Church, when you fee fo many 
of the precious. Lambs of Chrift. among the various Deno- 
minations among you, and that they have been a great 
Means of keeping the Gofpel among us, and how the 
Lord owns.them in Scotlandand America, &c.--- Shall you 
be Refpeéter of Perfons when you fee God is not !--- It 
they have received the Holy Ghoit as well as we, fhall you 
not hold Fellewhip with them, when you fee yourfelves 
you fhall reign with them-hereafter to all Eternity? And 
when you vifibly, fee and meet God in every one of theft 
Denominations, fhall you fet up any Party againft that 
which God owns, let it be which it will? --- There are 
none of all thefe Names in Scripture ; there is there but 
one Church, Chrift-has but one Body ---There is but ome Spi- 
rit, and one Fajth, and. ome Hope of our Calling--- We are 
all call’d to one Work, to fight under one Banner, and to aim 
but at one End, and to walk but ome narrow Road of Self- 
denial ; there is but ome Thing needful to know, God in 
Chrift reconciled to us.--- Beware then of entertaining and 
allowing in your felves, and:as much ‘as in you lies, in 
others too, any, Spirit, Aim or End, contfary to this Unity 
of the Spirit ; and fee that your Conduét be fuch as tends 
to this Union in bearing with each other, opening your 
Hearts and Jealoufies of each other, to one another in pri- _ 
vate :--- And when you partake of the Ordinances, hearing,. 
receiving:the Sacrament, (¥c. with one Party, fee that ’tis 
fo as not to be,divided.from the réft of Chrift’s Body of ano- 
ther Denomination ;. but ftill try your Hearts ; are you free 
to be’ every, where, hearing, praying, finging, communi- 
cating the Lord’s Supper, &¢. where he himéelf and his 
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Difciples are.--- I think that is contrary to the Gofpel of 
Chrift, fo to join t@ any Party, as notto be free to join 
with all otherParties of Believess.--- Want of breaking down 
this Wall of Bigotry in our Hearts and Practices, is a great 
weakning to the Hands of Chrift’s Soldiers ; who hereby are 
divided, and by the Cunning of the Enemy, and the Remain- 
der of Self yet unfubdu’d, come often to tear one another, 
inftead of building up ohe another.--- I believe it is the Wil} 
of my dear Lord, that fince we can’t come to underftand 
fome Texts about Church Government, and about the Time 
or Mode of Baptifm, and fome other little Externals that 
are foon to perifh, all Minifters fent and taught of God of 
every Perfwafion, fhould meet to relate their own Experien- 
ces to each other, in order to remove all fecret Sufpicions 
from their Minds, of each others Grace ; and tolend their 
Pulpits to each other alternately, which they well may,when 
they preach nothing but the fame Chrift, and that have been 
taught of God themfelves, not touching on thofe Things 
they can’t fee alike ; bearing a publick Teftimony againft 
the felfith Spirit of Party Zeal, efpecially every one among 
his own People ; and ’till this becomes our Praétice, and 
all are willing to communicate together, taking no other 
Name to go by, but that of Chri/tian, and no other Diftinai- 
on, but Believers and Unbelievers, requiring no other Qualifi- 
cation for Church Memberfhip, but Proofs of a faving Ac- 
quaintance with the Lord Jefus, by a lively Faith,produétive 
of Holinefs in Heart and Life, making itfelf more vifible by 
its Growth, we fhall never be united. 

Was I call’d to take the Care of a particular Congrega- 
tion, I fhou’d think it my Duty to receive all to my Com- 
munion that! could find fufficient Room to hope were born 
of God, though they cou’d not agree with me in my 
Judgment about fome Externals ; and would think it my 
Duty to give them their Liberty to join with any others 
that fhou’d appear to be Part of Chrift’s Body ; and fo leav- 
ing others (that have God among them, and are taught of 
God) to join with me, and leaving mine to join with them, 
is, I think, faving our felves from Schifm: And I believe 
want of this Tendernefs and Love was one great Caufe of fo 
many Separations,perhaps ; and “tis in vain to preach up a 
catholick Spirit, and Love, andUnion among all, till the Lord 
lsas inclin’d every one to renounce aliNames, & to be dead to 
his own Party. (To be fini/bed in our next.) 
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
